Continuation of #11: The application is not placed in condition for allowance because: 
Applicant's amended claims are still rejected by the previous applied prior art in the paper dated 
February 28, 2005. 

In response to Applicant's arguments that the there is no teaching or suggestion in the 
Kirkpatrick document that the actually amount of paint skinning that occurs during the storage of 
paint is in fact reduced as a result of the modification of the internal surface of the paint 
container, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., the amount of paint 
skinning that occurs being reduced due to the modification to the container) are not recited in the 
rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations 
from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1 181, 26 
USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 



In response to Applicant's statement with regard to the Kirkpatrick reference with regard 
to the liquid formulation being retained by the anti-skinning layer is actually referring to dried 
paint, when the paint is first retained by the anti-skinning layer, it is in a liquid form (Column 2, 
lines 37-38), thereby meeting the claim limitations. The fact that the paint dries to form flakes 
or chips for the method of retaining is just how the final step of the anti-skinning layer operates.
